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This latest Doctor Who adventure is set in the twenty-fifth century, 
in a world of inter-galactic space travel, and many of the exciting 
sequences involve ships in deep space. 


There is a new race of alien beings, the Draconians. Known to the 
men of Earth as "Dragons", they are fierce warriors and rivals of 
mankind in building an empire. 


The race of savage giants called the Ogrons return; they were 
last seen in "Day of the Daleks" as servants of the Doctor's bitterest 
enemies. 


Last, but by no means least, in the last episode the Daleks appear 
as a prelude to the following serial, "Planet of the Daleks".

Doctor Who and Jo Grant, returning to Earth in the Tardis, are involved 
in an accident, and to avoid a collision with another ship, the Doctor 
is forced to materialise the Tardis in the other vessel!s hold. 


They emerge, and find themselves caught up in a series of mysterious 
and terrifying events. The Earth ship is attacked, and the Doctor 
and Jo recognise their old enemies, the Ogrons. But to the ship's 
crew the invaders look like Draconians, and they see the two space 
travellers as Draconian soldiers. 


During the attack on the ship the Tardis is stolen by the Ogrons. 
Rescued by an Earth battle cruiser, the Doctor and Jo are taken back 
to Earth where they are accused of being Draconian spies and saboteurs. 
The Doctor is then kidnapped by the Draconians and taken to their 
Embassy where he is accused of being an agent-provocateur in the 

pay of Earth. He escapes, only to be recaptured by Earth soldiers.

Hunted and accused by both sides, the Dector realises what is 
happening. Some third party, using the Ogrons as agents, is 
determined to provoke war between the two worlds. By the use 
of a hypnotic device, the unknown enemy is making each side 
think they are being attacked by the others in each case it 
is the Ogrons who are the attacker. 


But who is manipulating the Ogrons in his bid to cause war? 
During the course of exciting adventures on a twenty-fifth 
century Earth, in deep space, in a prison on the moon, and 
finally on the bleak and terrifying planet of the Ogrons, the 
Doctor discovers the truth. His old enemy the Master is 
directing the Ogrons, but behind him is an even more terrifying 
foe - the Daleks. 


In a confrontation in the Ogrons' desolate land, the Doctor 
defeats the Master's plans and so prevents a space war. But 

as usual the Master makes his escape, and so do the Daleks. 
Somewhere a mighty army of them is waiting, still determined 

to invade our galaxy. The Doctor and Jo set off in pursuit we... 


Jon Pertwee plays Doctor Who and Roger Delgado appears as the 
Master.

EPISODE ONE (Recording No. 81462) 


An Earth space ship, travelling through space in the twenty-fifth 
century, is preparing to land with its cargo while its two crewmen 
discuss the recent attacks by Draconians. Then they see an object 
spinning towards them, which vanishes before collision. 


The object is the Tardis which, to avoid collision, the Doctor 

has materialised in the hold of a cargo vessel. Then a space ship 
appears on the cargo vessel's control screen and suddenly there 

is a high pitched sound. The ship, to the eyes of the Earthmen, 
changes into a fully armed Draconian battle cruiser. They send 

a 5.0.5. to Earth. The Doctor and Jo make their way to the main 
part of the ship and meet one of the crewmen. The sound begins 
again; the crewman sees the Doctor as a Draconian while Jo, in 

her turn, sees the Earthman as a Drashig. The enemy space ship 
locks on, and her captain demands admittance.

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In her office the Earth President is receiving the Draconian 
Ambassador, who is the son of the Emperor. With her is General 
Williams. The Draconian is making a complain about attacks by 
Earth ships; in her turn the President makes a counter-charge. 
Then the message comes through from the cargo ship. 


Jo and the Doctor are locked in the hold, and the Doctor identifies 
the period in which they have landed as one when both Earth and 
Draconia were colonising planet after planet with inevitable 
conflict. He realises that the noise they heard had the effect 

of making a person see the thing they feared most. 


A rescue ship is sent from earth, while the invaders burn their 
way through the cargo ship's airlock door with thermal lances. 
The crewmen bring their prisoners out to use them as hostages. 
The door gives way and the invaders come through. The Earthmen 
see Draconians, but to the Doctor and Jo they appear in their 
right shape - Ogrons. They stun the crewmen and the Doctor; 
then make their escape with the cargo and the Tardis. 


The rescue ship arrives, and the Doctor and Jo are accused of 
being traitors. 


EPISODE TWO (Recording No81504 ) 


The ships return to Earth, and the crewmen make their report. 
The Doctor and Jo are taken before the World President who 

has with her General Williams and the Draconian Ambassador. 
Accused of being an agent of the Draconians, the Doctor denies 
it, and is of course repudiated by the Ambassador. But his 
story is not believed by the Earth people, and they are taken 
to a prison cell. The Doctor realises that Earth and Draconia 
are on the brink of war. 


At the Draconian Embassy, the prince says he must have more 
information. Obviously it would be a hostile act to kidnap 
the Doctor, but to give sanctuary to an escaping prisoner 
would be another matter. 


By a ruse the Doctor is "rescued" and taken to the Embassy.

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General Williams demands that the President should break off 
diplomatic relations with Draconia at once, but she refuses 
to do this. 


Jo is questioned by the President and Williams, but sticks 

to her story. The Draconians have no more success. with the 
Doctor, who manages to make his escape, only to be recaptured 
by Earth Guards and taken back to the prison cell. 


The Ogrons invade the prison and force their way into the 
Doctor's cell. Their leader says: "You come". 


EPISODE THREE (Recording No. 81725) 


Before they can make off with their prisoners, the Ogrons are 
forced by Earth soldiers to make their retreat. 


Williams thinks the situation demands war, and warns the President: 
that there are those who, if she is not seen to act decisively 
against the Draconians, will demand her replacement. Certain 
senior officers feel that a military dictatorship is needed. 

She must act, or they will bring her down. She agrees to break 
off diplomatic relations, but refuses to strike the first blow 

in a war. 


A mind probe is used to question the Doctor, but the only result 
is that the machine breaks down. The President refuses to allow 
it to be used on Jo. The Doctor muses that it is a pity that 

the Ogrons did not succeed in the kidnapping attempt; after all 
they have the Tardis. He is taken to the President, but she 
refuses to believe his story and sentences him to the Lunar Penal 
Colony. Jo will remain on Earth where, away from his influence, 
she may be made to see the error of her ways. 


The Doctor arrives at the Lunar prison which is reserved for 
political offenders. Here he meets two members of the Peace Party; 
Patel and Dale. 


Meanwhile on Earth an emissary arrives from the Dominion Government 
of Sirius Four. He has evidence that the Doctor and Jo are wanted 
for various crimes committed in the former colony. Their custody 
is granted to the Commissioner - the Master. 


Jo leaves with the Master without any fuss; after all, as she says, 
anywhere is better than where she is. 


Doctor Who and Dale, with the connivance of a trusty convict 

- Cross - attempt to escape in a space ship and find themselves 
in a trap. The Doctor realises that this is an attempt to 
murder Dale, who is still regarded as a political danger. 


EPISODE FOUR (Recording No.81733 ) 


Before they suffocate, the Master comes to the rescue. 

The governor of the prison is reluctant to let the Doctor go, 
but when the Master accuses the man of being involved in the 
murder attempt, he changes his mind. 


In the hold of the Master's space ship the Doctor and Jo are 

. making their journey to an unknown destination. The Master 
himself puts the ship on an automatic course and then settles 
down to read "The War of the Worlds". He can see his prisoners 
on a television screen. 


While Jo distracts the Master's attention, the Doctor manages 
to get out of the hold, find a space suit, and make his way 
to the outside of the ship. The Master has to make a course 
correction, and the jolt throws the Doctor off so that he is 
"swimming" in space. But he manages to get back. 


The Master becomes suspicious, and discovers that one of his 
prisoners has disappeared. By threatening Jo, he forces the 
Doctor to return. 


At that moment a Draconian space ship arrives, and a boarding 
party comes in. A state of emergency now exists between Earth 
and Draconia. The travellers have violated Draconian space 
and the penalty is death. 


. EPISODE FIVE (Recording No. 81918 ) 


They are taken on board the Draconian ship where, unseen, the 
Master switches on a homing device which is seen in an Ogron 
vessel. 


The prisoners are taken to the Draconian Emperor who is at first 
suspicious of the Doctor but then seems to become more friendly. 
The Ogron ship lands and the crew arrives in the throne room 

- the Draconians see them as Earth men. The Draconians force 
the invaders to withdraw - the Master goes with them - but the 
Doctor manages to knock one of them unconscious. As the effect 
of the hypnotic device wears off the Draconians see him for what 
he really is. 


Using the Master's ship - an Earth vessel - the Doctor, Jo, with 
the Draconian Prince and a Draconian crew, begin a journey back 

to Earth. The captured Ogron is also on board. They are attacked 
by an Ogron ship, with the Master on board, but are managing to 
escape. Then the Ogron prisoner escapes; in the ensuing fight 
one of the ship's controls is knocked and the vessel slows down. 
The Ogrons come.on board. Jo is taken away at once. The Doctor 
and the Draconian Prince defend themselves, and then an Earth 
battle cruiser approaches. The Ogrons have to leave without 

the Doctor. 


The Doctor and the Draconian reach Earth and are taken to the 
President. General Williams refuses to believe them at first, 

but when he hears the true story of how the earlier war between 
Earth and Draconia started, he comes round. He not only authorises 
an expedition to the Ogron planet; .he decides to lead it in his 
own ship. 


In the meantime Jo arrives at the Ogron planet where she sees 
the Tardis. The Master says that he intends to set a trap for 
the Doctor and she is going to help him. 


EPISODE SIX (Recording No.81919 ) 


The expedition leaves; the Doctor knows the exact location of the 
Ogron planet. They are attacked by a Draconian ship, but the 
ultra-modern vessel manages to outrun it. After this there is some 
malfunction of the ship, but the Doctor manages to put it right. 


Jo manages to escape from her cell and finds herself in a place 
with a drawing of a giant lizard to which the Ogrons apparently 
make propitiatory offerings. Then she manages to make her way 

to the Master's communication equipment and sends out an 5.0.5. 
This is just what the Master wanted her to do. It is in fact 

a short-range transmitter which can be heard only by a ship in 

orbit of the planet. © 


The Master gives the Ogrons instructions to ambush the ship as 
it lands, but as the attack begins the real life version of the 
drawing appears - an Ogron Eater - and they run away. 


The Master, furious, tells the Ogrons that their masters are on 
their way. The Doctor has a kind of premonition. Very soon he 
and the rest of the party are captured - by Daleks. The master 
manages to persuade the Daleks to let the Doctor remain with him 
until the war is over so that he can suffer by seeing what it 
does to Earth. Then he will be sent to the Dalek planet to be 
exterminated. The prisoners are put in cells with an Ogron 
guard. 


By using the Master's hypnotic device the Doctor appears to the 
guard as a Dalek. He unlocks the gate and then runs away. 


General Williams, the Draconian Prince and the crew return to 
Earth. The Doctor and Jo take off in the Tardis. They are 
going after the Daleks.
